where she expresses her belief 
that the Sales Tax ‘has been 
written for the most part by 
politicians desiring to make 
an impression, and business 
concerns with ‘large expensive 
plants who would benefit most’ 
The purpose of this letter is 
to comment on the remark that 
‘business concerns with large 
expensive plants’ would bene- 
fit. I think I canxsay with 


authority that business people 
have had practically nothing 
to do with the writing of the 
Sales Tax. 

It is a little known and a 
too little respected fact that 
the business concerns in the 
State of Massachusetts are in 
a serious struggle for surviv- 
al. Weare at a severe dis- 
advantage in being located in 
a corner of the country with 
the center of population mov- 
ing farther away from us each 
year, Not only are Massachus~ 
etts manufacturers remotely 
situated regarding the market, 
but being on the sea coast we 
can only ship to a market com- 
prising half a circle at best. 
There is a great public mis- 
conception as to the amount of 
money the average business 
makes as a profit. People see 
the results of large corpora- 
tions quoted in the newspapers 
Those with spectacular earn- 
ings make the headlines and 
everybody thinks that all 
businesses profit in the same 


manner. Some large corporat- 
ions do, but people do not re- 
alize that Massachusetts is 


predominately an industrial 
state of small companies. 

sathusetts industry al- 
ready carries the burden of 
the highest corporate taxes of 
any state in the union, we: sup- 
port a system of Workmen's Com 
pensation and Unemployment Se- 
curity benefits which are the 
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most generous and most expen- 
sive of any state in the union 
We businessmen do not object 
to these things as being de- 
sirable, but'’we do say that 
where we are at an economic 
disadvantage we are hardly the 
state that should be in the 
forefront of all states in 
these matters. 

So my point is to try to make 
clear that business in this 
state NEEDS some relief. We 
need greater understanding 
from the people of Massachus- 
etts who actually stand to be- 
nefit or lose, depending on 
how successful we business peo 
ple are, because Massachusetts 
is predominately an industrial 
state. If our industries and 
businesses are not prosperous 
then we cannot offer very good 
jobs. How many people do you 
know who depend on businesses 
for their livelihood? 

Your readers hear much, today 
about businessmen’ s complaints 
regarding the business climate 
and it is this that I emphas- 
ize here. We businessmen see, 
and know, that we are fighting 
a losing battle thus far be- 
cause year by year fewer peo- 
ple are employed in Massachus- 
etts industry. It is a fact 
that Massachusetts has lost 
30,000 jobs since 1947, we 
feel we are fighting alone be- 
cause the Legislature continu- 
ally places more burdens upon 
us tax wise. The general atti- 
tude of the people as express- 
ed if I understand your corres 
pondent correctly, by your re- 
aders, indicates that they 
think business is merely self- 
seeking. Nothing could be 
farther from the truth, 

In todays very competitive 
conditions, with foreign com- 
petition only beginning to 
make itself felt, the succes: 
ful operation of a business is 
an exceedingly difficult 
assignment. To pay people a
